No, America Ought Not to 
Have a Catholic President 


We believe that Senator John 
Kennedy of Massachusetts is 
probably better presidential tim- 
ber than some other more social- 
istic democratic candidates. But 
we do not believe it wise for 
America to have a Catholic Presi- 
dent. 

A Catholic has the right to run 
for office the same as a Protes- 
tant or an atheist. Catholics have 
a right to vote for their candidate 
just as others have. By the same 
token, the eighty per cent of 
America which is not Catholic has 
a right to rejéct the Catholic 
candidate for the highest office 
in America because of serious 
dangers which a Catholic Presi- 
dent might bring. 

The pope claims to be the ab- 
solute representative of God on 
earth. The Catholic church teach- 
es that when the pope speaks of- 
ficially, he speaks without error, 
and to disobey the pope is to 
disobey God. So commands of the 
church are regarded as the com- 
mand of God. No Catholic may in- 
terpret the Bible for himself. No 
Catholic may pray and find the 
leading of God as he studies the 
Bible. He must take what the 
church says the Scripture means. 


The Catholic church does not 
believe in freedom of religion as 
our Constitution provides and is 
committed, as soon as possible, to 
make the Catholic church the 
state church in America and in 
every other country possible. The 
official position of the Catholic 
church down through the years is 
that Catholic schools ought to be 
supported by the government and 
that Protestant churches ought to 
be discouraged by the government 
and eventually forbidden, just as 
the Catholic church now tries to 
enforce in Colombia and in Mexico 
and other Latin American coun- 
tries where Catholics have the 
great majority. - 

I do not doubt that according to 
his light Senator Kennedy is a 
good American. But years ago 
he agreed to speak in an inter- 
state chapel in Philadelphia under 
the auspices of Dr. Daniel Poling. 
But when it was announced, a 
Catholic cardinal ordered Mr. 
Kennedy to break the engage- 
ment, and he did. 


Maybe Mr. Kennédy would be a 
good President, but if so he would 
be that only by being a_ bad 
Catholic. Maybe he would support 
the freedom of religion, and the 
separation of church and state 
which is the American heritage,

The executive department of the 
government has so much to do 
with the appointments of officials, 
with policies, and even with the 
influence of lawmaking that it is 
not safe, in our judgment, to have 
a Catholic President for the Unit- 
ed States. 

A Catholic man may be a good 
citizen of the United States and 
be a good Catholic. But he could 
not be a good President of the 
United States and be actively 
pushing the doctrines and prin- 
ciples in relation to ‘government 
which the Catholic church every- 
where enforces when it has the 
authority to enforce them. 

In the Wisconsin primaries 
many thousands of Catholics vot- 
ed for Kennedy who would nor- 
mally have voted for other candi- 
dates. They voted for him be- 
cause he was a Catholic. The fact 
that Catholics vote for a man 
because he is a Catholic is a good 
reason for Protestants .to vote 
against that same man. 

I voted against Harry ‘Truman 
for President, although he was a 
Baptist.

These and other Scriptures 
should settle forever the present 
fact of ‘Christ’s Priesthood. Man 
should be eternally grateful that 
he can now “come boldly to God’s 
throne of grace that he might ob- 
tain mercy and find grace to help 
in time of need.” Man need not 
pray to the Virgin Mary, neither 
does he need an earthly priest to 
pray his sins away. God says, 
“And call no man your father upon 
the earth: for one is your Father, 
which is in heaven” (Matt. 23:9). 

Therefore, we can now go to 
the Father, through his Son 
Christ Jesus. That is why we 
often offer our prayers in “Jesus’ 
name.” 

However, for the Christian, the 
greatest event of the future is the 


return of Christ for His Bride,, 


the church. The fact of His com- 
ing is so vital that Christians of 
all ages have been “looking for 
that blessed hope and the glorious 
appearing of the great God and 
our Saviour Jesus Christ.” From 
His ascension to this very day, 
His redeemed ones have been 
praying, “Even so, come, Lord 
Jesus.” We have the assurance 
that God will answer our prayers 
and we shall see Him coming on 
the clouds of Heaven in power 
and great glory. Believers can 
say with Enoch, . “Behold, the 
Lord cometh.” = 

To that little group of discour- 
aged, confused, and heartbroken 
disciples in the Passover Cham- 
ber, Jesus said, “Let not your 
heart be troubled: ye believe in 


God, believe also in me. In my} 


Father’s house are many man- 
sions: if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and 
prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receiwe you unto 
myself; that where I am, there 
ye may be also” (John 14:1-3). 

In other words, Jesus told His 
disciples, whom He laved so much, 
that He would be back after 
them. “It is true that I must 
leave you for the time being,” He 
said, “but I will come again to 
receive you unto myself forever. 
We have been together many 
times down here. Our fellowship 
has been sweet, as we have 
laboured and worked 
You are sad now because, ‘I go 
my way to him that sent me; 
and none of you asketh me, 
Whither goest thou? But because 
I have said these things unto you, 
sorrow hath filled your heart. 
Nevertheless I tell you the truth; 
It is expedient for you that I go 
away: for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you;

unto you. And when he is come, 
he will reprove the world of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of 
judgment’” (John 16:5-8).

hrist’s Coming Is to Be 
Sudden 

First, it is .described as that 
“Sudden Appearing,’ known omly 
to those who are ready to meet 
him. Paul said, “And unto them 
that look for him shall he appear 
the second time without sin unto 
Salvation” (Heb. 9:28). Here the 
writer indicates that unless you 
are looking for Christ to return, 
you will not even see Him when 
He does. We do know, from many 
Scriptures, that God has asked 
us, aS children of the day, to be 
watching and waiting for His com- 
ing. We have Scriptures like these: 
“Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ”; “To wait for his Son 
from heaven”: and, “Watch there- 
fore, for ye know not what hour 
your Lord doth come.” 

God has shown us in His Word 
that the time of the “Rapture” or 
“Translation” is to be secret and 
unknown. We read, “And Enoch 
walked with God: and he was not; 
for God took him” (Gen. 5:24). So 
far as we know, no one saw him 
ascend.

the coming of the Son of man be.

wonderful joy in every way. This 
fact does not admit of dispute. 
Every one here tonight who keeps 
his eyes open knows that it is 
true. Go to any person who has 
ever tried the world and tried 
Christ, and put to him the ques- 
tion, ““Which joy is better—the joy 
which you found in the world or 
the joy which you have found in 
Christ?” and you will -get the 
same answer every time. The joy 
found in the world is not for a 
moment to be compared with the 
joy that is found in Christ. I have 
tried both. I have had abundant 
opportunity to try both. If ever a 
person had an opportunity to try 
what this world can give, I had it, 
and I tried it. I tried all that could 
be found in the world, then I 
turned to Christ and tried Him, 
and my testimony is just like the 
testimony of millions of others 
who have found that the joy of 


the world is nothing and the joy in. 


Christ is everything. I don’t care 
how fully a person may have gone 
into the joys of this world, or how 
great his opportunity may have 
been to test them; go to anybody 
that has tried both and you can- 
not find in all the world a man 
that has really found Christ but 
will tell you there is a joy in 
Christ higher, deeper, broader, 
wider, longer, more wonderful in 
every way, than the joy that the 
world gives. Well, friends, the 
sooner you come to Christ the 
sooner you will have that joy. 


II. The Sooner You Come to 
Christ the Sooner You Will 
Escape the Wretchedness 
and Misery That There 
Is Away Frem, Christ 


First of all there is the misery 
of an accusing conscience. No one 
in this building out of Christ has 
peace of conscience. One night I 
was preaching to an audience of 
men and women to whom a twenty 
dollar gold piece would have been 
a great help. I put my hand in my 
pocket as I was preaching, and I 
felt the twenty dollar gold piece: I 
took: it out and held it up and 
said,- “Now, if there is a man in 
this audience out of Christ who 
has peace in his heart, deep, abid- 
ing satisfaction and rest, who will 
come up here and say so, I will 
give him this twenty dollar gold 
piece.” Nobody came up. 

When the meeting was over I 
went down and stood at the door 
with the twenty dollar gold piece, 
for I thought they might be timid 
about coming up for it. I said, 
“If anybody can claim these twenty 
dollars on the conditions I have 
named, who can say, ‘I have peace 
of conscience and heart. My heart 
is satisfied without Christ,’ he 
can have this twenty dollar gold 
piece.” They commenced to file 
out, and nobody claimed the gold 
piece. Finally a man came along, 
and I said, ‘‘Don’t you want these 
twenty dollars?” “But,” he said, 
“T cannot claim it on those con- 
ditions.”. Neither can you. 


Another night I was preaching 
in Chicago and I asked everybody 
in the building who had found 
rest and perfect’ satisfaction 
through the acceptance of Christ 
to stand up, and hundreds of men 
and women, more than a thousand, 
rose to their feet, and then F asked 
them to sit down, and then I said, 
“If there is an infidel in this house 
that. can say he has found rest, 
and peace, and perfect satisfac- 


tion of heart in infidelity, will he, 


please stand?” There were a lot of 
infidels there. One man got up in 
the gallery, and I said, “‘I see there 
is a gentleman up there. I am glad 
that he has the courage of his con- 
victions. I would like‘to speak with 
him in the after-meeting.” 


He came to the after-meeting. I 
said, “Mr. S——-—, you stood up 
in the meeting tonight to say that 
you had perfect rest and peace of 
heart without Christ, and that 
your soul was satisfied in infideli- 
ty. Was that true?” 

“Oh,” he said, “Mr. Torrey, that 
will have to be qualified.” 

I guess it will. There is no peace, 
saith my God, to the wicked. 

Then there is the slavery of 
sin away from Christ. “Whoso 
committeth sin is the bond-servant 
of sin” (John 8:34). Away from 
Christ is apprehension of what 
may happen, apprehension of dis- 
aster, apprehension of what man 
may do, apprehension of what may 
lie beyond the grave. Men and 


— 


women, when you really come to 
Christ you get rid of fear of man; 
you have no fear of misfortune, 
for you are able to say, “All things 
work together for good to those 
who love God”; you have no fear 
of death, for what men call death 
is simply to depart and be with 
Christ. By coming to Christ you 
get rid of all this wretchédness, 
you get rid of the accusations of 
conscience, you get rid of the slav- 
ery of sin, you get rid of all ap- 
prehensions of disaster, you get 
rid of the dread of death, the 
moment you really accept Christ. 
Why not get rid of it all tonight? 


Suppose you were on the shore 
and saw in the distance a wreck 
and a man clinging to the wreck, 
and every once in a while the cold 
waters, sweeping over him, and it 
was a cold wintry night, and you 
and others should go out in a life- 
boat and should say to him, “We 
have come to take you off. Drop 
into the lifeboat’; and the man 
should say, “No, I think I can 
hold on until morning; come out 
again in the morning, and I will 
get into the boat and come 
ashore’; you would say, “Man, are 
you mad? Stay out here tonight 
when you can come ashore now?” 


Oh, men and women, out on the 
wreck, every little while the cold 
waves breaking over you, all the 
wretchedness of an accusing con- 
science, all the wretchedness of 
the bondage of sin, all the wretch- 
edness of the fear of possible 
death, all the multiplied wretched- 
ness of the soul away from God— 
why cling to the wreck another 
night, when you can come ashore 
to safety and joy now, if you will 
drop right into the lifeboat? 


Ill. The Sooner You Come to 
Christ the More You Can 
Do for Christ 


The moment a person_is saved 
he wants to do something for the 
Master. If you are saved a year 
from tonight you will go to work 
for Christ, but there will be one 
year gone that will never come 
back, between tonight and a year 
from tonight (if you come a year 
from tonight). You can never go 
back over this year. You are as- 
sociated with friends that you can 
lead to Christ between now and a 
‘year from now who may be past 
your reach then. 


Before I was converted I had a 
friend, and we were often together. 
We lived in the same building. We 
went pleasuring together. If I had 
been a Christian I could have led 
him to Christ. Three years later, 
after I had accepted Christ, that 
young man passed beyond my 
reach. The day I went back to 
the University to study for my 
second degree my father picked 
up The New York Herald and be- 
gan to read about a young man 
who was out playing ball. The man 
out in the center field threw the 
ball in. This young man’s back was 
towards the center field, and he 
was struck at the base of the 
brain, and never regained his con- 
sciousness. As my father read this 
and came to the name, he said, 
“Archie, is not that your old 
friend?”’ I took up the paper and 
read it and said, “Yes; it is my old 
friend.”’ Called into eternity with- 
-out a moment’s warning, and my 
opportunity of bringing him to 
Christ gone forever! Oh, how often 
in the years that have come since, 
and God has used me to lead oth- 
ers to Christ, how often I have 
thought back of Frank. In spite of 
all those who are now coming to 
Christ, Frank has gone, and my 
opportunity of saving him lost for- 
ever. 


Men and women, you postpone 
taking Christ for thirty days, and 
people that you might have 
reached during these thirty days 
will have passed beyond your 
reach forever. 

In my first pastorate a woman 
a little over fifty years of age 
who had been a backslider, was 
saved through and through, and 
became the best worker in all the 
community, but her own two sons 
had grown up during these years 
that she was afar from God. They 
had both married and passed be- 
yond her reach, and though she 
has been used to bring I don’t 
know how many to Christ, she 
has. never been able to bring these 
two sons to Christ. Her day of 
opportunity for them was while 


she was living in the world. 


Fathers and mothers, afar from 
God, if you are not saved tonight, 
you may be some other day; but 
these sOns and daughters that you 
might bring with you if you come 
tonight . will very likely have 
passed beyond your reach forever. 
The sooner you come to Christ the 
more you can bring with you, so 
come tonight. 


IV. The Sooner You Come to 
Christ the Richer Will Be 
Your Eternity 


We are saved by grace, wé are 
rewarded according to our works. 
Every day of a man’s life after 
he is saved he is laying up trea- 
Sures in Heaven, and every day 
you live for Christ you will be 
that much richer for all eternity. 
Now, some people have an idea 
that a man can be saved on his 
deathbed and have just as abun- 
dant an ie pow into the King- 
dom of as he could have if 
he had béen saved forty years. 
Oh, what nonsense! You have 
neither common sense nor Bible 
for it. A man may be saved on 
his deathbed. I don’t say that no 
man ever is; I believe some are, 
though not very many. A man 
may be saved on his deathbed, but 
he is saved “so as by fire.” His 
works are all burned up, and he 
enters Heaven penniless. The man 
who is saved forty years before 
he dies, and serves Christ for forty 
years, every day of these forty 


years he is making his deposits in| 


eternity, for which he will be rich- 
er throughout all eternity. “Lay 
up for yourselves treasures in 
Heaven.” 


Oh, men and women! the sooner 
you come to Christ, with so much 
fuller hands/can you enter the 
Kingdom of God. I do thank God 
I was converted when I was, but 
what would I give for those six 
wasted years through which I de- 
liberately resisted the Spirit of 
God! But I can’t call them back. 


V. The Sooner You Come to 
Christ The Surerer You Are 
to Come to Christ 


If you are not saved tonight 
you may be tomorrow night, but 
you may not. I believe there are 
scores of people here who will 
be saved tonight or never. When 
a person stands on a platform like 
this and looks over such a vast 
audience and feels in his’ very 
soul that the eternal salvation of 
hundreds of souls is trembling in 
the balances as the result of that 
sermon, it is an awful feeling; 
but that is the feeling I have now. 
I believe there are hundreds of 
people who hear every word I am 
just now saying who will either 
be saved tonight or never. The 
Spirit of God may leave you. Peo+ 
ple think they can turn to Christ 
when they will, but, men and 
women, when the Spirit of God is 
in the room, as He is in this 
building now, passing from seat to 
seat and heart to heart, it is an 
awful moment. To say Yes means 
life; to say No means death. To 
say Yes means Heaven; to say No 
means Hell. Oftentimes a man will 
be so near the Kingdom, and he 
will say, “I am so interested I 
will certainly be just as much in- 
terested tomorrow”; but the criti- 
cal hour has come, and if you 
do not yield tonight you will have 
no interest tomorrow. 


I once received a message from 
a wealthy young fellow in New 
Haven, Connecticut, saying that he 
wished to see. me that night at 
Mr. Moody’s meeting. I went and 
met him at the close of the meet- 
ing. He was on the verge of a 
decision. As we stood talking in 
Chapel Street, opposite the Col- 
lege, the College bell rang out a 
late hour. I said to myself, he is 
so near a decision I can leave him 
safely until tomorrow morning. So 
I said, “Good-night, Will. I will 
be around to your room tomorrow 
morning at ten.” It was one of the 
most fatal mistakes I ever made. 
I was there at ten and he ‘was 
there, but his convictions had all 
left him. He was hard as flint. 
His opportunity had come and 
gone. Oh, men and women, you 
may be very near a decision to- 
night, on the very borders of the 
Kingdom, but if you say No to- 
night, tomorrow will be forever 
too late. : 

Then, again, who of us can tell 
who will be called out of the 
world into eternity in a moment? 
At our first Men’s Meeting in the 
Empire Theatre in Edinburgh a 
Roman Catholic young man ac- 
cepted Christ. Little did he or we 
realize that it was his last chance.

Those Negro Sit-Downs in 
Southern States 


Good Christians everywhere will 
be sad to see hatred and misun- 
derstanding spread between the 
races. We are glad that, through 
the years, there has been a con- 
tinual growth of understanding 
among the white and colored 
races in the South, that educa- 
tional standards have been raised. 
More and more the white people 
have paiti the taxes, have built 
the schools, and have given col- 
ored people the education and 
privileges which they themselves 
could not pay for. 

Now, young Negro radicals, so- 
licited and directed by the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 
have been going into segregated 
stores and lunch counters, and 
sitting down contrary to the rules, 
and often contrary to the laws 
in those states, and demanding to 
be served where usually only 
white people have been served. 
They did not go because they 
wanted food. In every case’ ade- 
quate places were provided to 
serve them. They went deliberate- 
ly to break rules, to offend, to 
break the law.

And most: of these young 
Negro. radicals who break the 
laws and arouse hate and suspi- 
cion and cause riots in the South 
are not doing it because they 
themselves feel it is so much hap- 
pier to eat some place where it 
is forbidden instead of at one of 
the .places where they will be 
served gladly, where they will be 
served just as cheaply and just 
as nicely. No, these people are 
not abused, they are not mistreat- 
ed, they are simply pushed and 
bribed into this lawlessness by 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 
The movements are often domi- 
nated by communism, and some- 
times by well-meaning do-gooders 
who do not. know the. harm they 
are doing by stirring up race 
hatred, by Inciting lawlessness. 

If laws are wrong, then we 
should, as intelligent Americans, 
tell people why and work to have 
those laws changed. But to break 
laws, to defy authorities, to bring 
riot and bloodshed is wicked and 
unchristian and un-American and 
all who encourage it do America 
a great disservice and do the 
Negro race as well as the white 
race great harm. 


The tensions, the suspicion, the 
lack of harmony between the 
races now in the South is far 
worse than it was before people 
set out to browbeat and punish 
Southerners for the southern way 
of life, and to gain Negro votes, 
by making false issues. 


We believe that the Jim Crow 
law ought to be done away with 
as soon as that can be worked 
out quietly with good feeling, 
with good people who are trying 
to do théir best for colored peo- 
ple. We believe that some measure 
of integration in the schools is 
probably inevitable. But in most 
communities Negroes will live in 
pretty solid blocks and will go 
to schools in their resident secs 
tions and white*people will live 
in. more or less solid blocks and go 
to their own schools. But this 
continual stirring up of strife and 
hatred and lawlessness is wicked. 
It does great harm to America 
and everybody concerned, in our 
humble judgment. It does—great 
harm abroad. 


Christian Magazines Generally 
Agree on Dr. Carnell’s Book 


Last year Dr. Edward John 
Carnell, former president of Ful- 
ler Seminary and still professor 
there, had a book published titled, 
The Case for Orthodox Theology. 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD reviewed 
that book in detail showing that 
it is really an attack on funda- 
mentalists, showing that Carnell 
teaches evolution, that he uses 
and endorses the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the Bible, that he 
has forsaken premillennial truth 
for the amillennial and Reformed 
Doctrine position, and showing 
that he now teaches the Bible is 
not all equally inspired.

der was done by somebody mental- 
ly sick. He may be mentally sick, 


but he is a wicked sinner, and 


sin makes sickness. 

Rape and other sex crimes and 
murder have grown too common 
in America. People in the Chicago 
area still burn with shame over 
the Grimes sisters who went to a 
movie one night, then disappeared. 
Days later their nude bodies were 
found frozen stiff in the snow by 
a country road. The shameful 
murderers were never caught. 

Three Chicago boys disappeared, 
and their abused bodies were 
found in a forest préserve near 
Chicago. A school teacher was 
murdered on a Chicago beach. 
Judith Anderson’s butchered body 
was found in a metal drum in 
Montrose Harbor. Caryl Chessman 
awaits execution in California’s 


San Quentin prison for kidnapping; 


and sex abuse. One of the 
victims, then a girl of 17, has been, 
because of his abuse, confined to 
a mental hospital nearly as long 
as Chessman has been confined to 
Death Row. 

I am saying that sex offenses 
have become so common that it is 
time that decent Americans and 
particularly Christians . stop to 
consider the factors which made 
the sex maniac murderer of 
Starved Rock Park. We have a so- 
ciety that is more and more turn- 
ing out incorrigible young people, 
adult criminals, rapists, murder- 
ers and sex perverts. 


1. Our Constant Uncensored and 
Indecent Emphasis on Sex Leads 
to Sex Sin and the Crimes 
That Go With Sex Sin 

In this morning’s paper a movie 
theater advertised a current film 
as “more shocking than Cat on a 
Hot Tin Roof, and Peyton Place.” 
I have seen reviews:of both those 
movies. They are lewd, dirty, im- 
moral. They are not good litera- 
ture, not good entertainment. They 
are intentional purveyers of filth 
to appeal to the dirty mind. 

It is still true, as it has been 
for years, that the themes of the 
movies are principally sex and 
crime, with a display of a lust that 
is called love. 

If the movie industry makes a 
movie on the Ten Commandments, 
it must manufacture a false “love 
life’’ for Moses, so much so that 


Time magazine says, “. . . the Exo- 
dus itself seems almost a sort of 
Sexodus ... .” 

In the new film on Solomon and 
the Queen of Sheba, instead of 
showing the biblical picture of a 
woman seeking light and coming 
to Solomon for spiritual under- 
standing and blessing, the Queen 
of Sheba is pictured as the great- 
est courtesan or harlot of all 
times, and the play makes her 
bear Solomon an infamous, illegiti- 
mate child. 

I say the immoral, indecent em- 
phasis on sex in the movies helps 
grow a sex-mad society. 

The TV screen often sins in re- 
run of movie films, and in showing 
immodestly clad women, and leg 
shows. 

Women’s clothing, particularly 
in modern America, is intended to 
draw attention to sex. A woman 
dresses so nicely to go to church 
on Sunday, but on Saturday she 
was on the beach with a bathing. 
suit that did not cover twenty per 
cent of her body, openly trying to 
attract the sex desire of men, even, 
strange men who saw her. And on 
Monday shg will go to the super 
market in shorts and sandals. If 
such a woman is sometimes at- 
tacked by a rapist or sex pervert, 
that only means that she caught 
what she was fishing for—the lust- 
ful eyes of men. And if some de- 
cent woman, who did not so dress 
to arouse attention and sex desire, 
is the victim of the sex pervert, 
then society must meet God in 
judgment for the crime. 

Any woman who deliberately 
dresses to emphasize sex appea! 
and to make herself sexually at- 
tractive to men helps to center 
the minds of people on sex, helps 
in an overstimulation that turns 
out sex criminals. 

The boy who picks up dirty 
magazines, the so-called “girly” 
magazines, full of nude pictures, 
dirty language and stories, is feed- 
ing the flames of unnatural and 
uncontrolled desire that may break 
in a holocaust of crime and then 
murder. 


Those who read “Lady Chat- 
terley’s Lover,” or “Peyton Place,” 
or “Gone With the Wind,” are 
pressured with an unnatural em- 
phasis on sex. They would make 
adultery attractive and decency 
dull.

And so one who encourages 
lust becomes an adulterer in his 
heart, and adultery in the heart 
soon comes out into open, violent 
transgression of laws of decency 
and right. 


The-dance permits intimacies 
which are not proper under other 
circumstances, and the experience 
and wisdom of the best men every- 
where agree that the dance in- 
creases lust and “when lust hath, 
conceived, it bringeth forth sin: 
and sin, when it is finished, bring- 
eth forth death.” 

Millions of American young peo- 
ple go on unchaperoned dates, ride 
about unsupervised in cars, stay 
out all hours, They neck and pet 
in parked cars on lonely roads 
in the dark, or on beaches, or on 
front porches, or in drive-in the- 
aters, without the restraint of 
supervision or companions. So- 
called love-making becomes lust 
and passions take over in indecen- 
cies and intimacies that a lifetime 
cannot erase. 


Among Christian gentlemen and 
gentlewomen sex desire is a nor- 
mal thing, to be controlled, mas- 
tered and used within the God- 
given limits for happiness and 
home and children instead of with 
license, lust, and immorality. 

One of the saddest letters I ever 
received was from a fifteen-year- 
old girl in Stamford, Texas, who 
sadly wrote me how, on unchap- 
eroned dates and with no instruc- 
tion, petting led to worse sin. 
Now, brokenhearted, she wrote to 
beg me to warn others of the ruin 
in life that our loose ideas on sex 
in America had brought her and 
would bring others. 


2. Our Base Standards Make 
Heroes of Whoremongers 
and Harlots - 


That is a sad statement. It 
shocks me, but a careful rethink- 
ing of the matter compels me to 
‘et it stand. In America Ingrid 
Bergman can be the standard for 
millions of girls, though she left 
her doctor husband and her baby 
girl, went to Italy and lived in sin 
with Rossellini, the movie pro- 
ducer, then bore him an illegiti- 
mate child. Now, of course, he 
has forsaken Bergman, has ruined 
another. woman. But indecency 
does not make a movie star less 
glamorous to the American public. 

Lana Turner can live in sin with 
an underworld hoodlum until her 
daughter kills the man with a 
butcher knife, without hurting her 
box office appeal. 

Recently Errol Flynn died at 
about fifty-four. Again and again 
he had been tried for rape. At 
his death he was living with a 
seventeen-year-old girl to whom 
he was not married. And his pic- 
tures were among the most popu- 
lar and still are so to the multi- 
tude of TV viewers. 

The male lead in the movie now 
being advertised as “more shock-

Cary] Chessman awaits execu- 
tion in a California prison. This 
sex pervert, this rapist, this kid- 
napper has become a hero to many 
people. Literally thousands of stu- 
dents signed petitions asking Gov- 
ernor Brown of California to com- 
mute his sentence. Brown received 
a State Department telegram ad- 
vising him that the government 
of Montevideo, Uruguay, was 
gravely concerned about the pos- 
sibility of demonstrations when 
President Eisenhower visited there 
if Chessman was executed on 
schedule. Literally thousands of 
people, including preachers and 
prominent people, wrote the gov- 
ernor. So the governor postponed 
execution once more for sixty days. 
Meantime, he proposed to the 
California state legislature that 
the death penalty be abolished, so 
Chessman would not have to die. 


This man who has never said, 
“I am sorry,” has never prom- 
ised to do better, in arrogance and 
wickedness made thousands of dol- 
lars from the people who wanted 
to buy his books. America puts a 
rapist and kidnapper and pervert 
higher in influence than a preach- 
er of the Gospel, or a Christian 
statesman, or a helpful writer, or 
a mode! mother. They care more 
that that rapist criminal be set 
free than about the poor mentally 
erazed girl who is spending her 
life in a mental hospital because 
of his abuses. 


The public is not shocked when 
wealthy Dr. Bernard Finch mur- 
ders his wife because he wants to 
continue living with a mistress 
who shamelessly helped him in 
sin and lived with him in their 
hideaway nest. And the standards 
of American common people are 
such that the jury could not agree 
on puniShment for either. Sex sin 
is glamorous in the minds of 
American people. No wonder we 
turn out child delinquents, sex 
criminals, and a perverted, sex- 
crazy society. 


It is true that “whatsoever a 


man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to his 
flesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption” (Gal. 6:8, 9). So we have. 
sowed an emphasis on sex, a low 
standard of morals and modesty. 
We have reaped a generation of 
sex-obsessed people so that a sex 
mania breaks out every now and 
then. It is true that “Then when 
lust hath conceived, it bringeth 
forth sin: and sin, when it is fin- 
ished, bringeth forth death” (Jas. 
1:15). It is not surprising then, if 
we deliberately stir and inflame 
lust in movies and literature, in 
dating, in lewd dress, in constant 
emphasis on sex, that lust con- 
ceives and brings forth sin. An@ 
it is not surprising that sin brings. 
forth death: rape, sex perversion, 
murder, a life of crime! 


8. The Widely-Accepted Ungodly 
Hypothesis of Evolution Does 
Away With the Morality of 

the Bible and Christianity 


If man be made in the image of 
God by a special act of divine 
creation, as the Bible teaches, then 
a man is accountable asa higher 
being. If man is a fallen creature, 
as the Bible teaches, he needs to 
beware, to restrain himself, to dis- 
cipline himself. If sin is rebellion 
against God and certain for pun- 
ishment, and if unrepentant sin- 
ners go to Hell, as the Bible 
teaches, then men must have a 
system of morality based on these.

After the flood the whole earth 
was to be peopled again from these 
four couples, Noah and his wife, 
and his three sons and _ their 
Wives, and God gave _ instruc- 
tion, “And _ surely your blood 
of your lives will I require;

require it, and at the hand of man; 
at the hand of every man’s brother 
will I require the life of man. Who- 
so sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed: for in the 
image of God made he man” (Gen. 
9:5, 6). 

The proper punishment for mur- 
der is death, and before there 
were any governments, God held 
the brother of the murdered man 
to account, to bring justice. “Who- 
so sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed” is the 
divine rule. 


2. God Put the Death Penalty for 
Murder, Kidnapping and Other 
Crimes in the Mosaic Law 
The death penalty for murder 
did not begin with the Mosaic law, 
but God incorporated this law, 


‘which He had already held from 


the beginning, in the Mosaiec4aw. 
In Exodus 21:12-16 is this solemn 
command: 

“He that smiteth a man, so that 
he die, shall be. surely put to 
death. And if a man lie not in wail, 
but God deliver him into his hand; 
then I will appoint thee a place 
whither he shall flee. But if a 
man come presumptuously upon 
his neighbour, to slay him with 
guile; thou shalt take him from 
mine altar, that he may die. And 
he that smiteth his father, or his 
mother, shall be surely put to 
death. And he that stealeth a man, 
and selleth him or if he be found 
in his hand, he shall surely be put 
to death.” 

Note that the distinction we 
have between first degree murder 
and second degree murder origi- 
nated with the cermonial law. The 
Bible makes a distinction between 
cold-blooded, intentional murder, 
and the murder of sudden passion 
or circumstances without planning, 
and accidental killing or man- 
slaughter. 


But the plain word is that “if a 
man come presumptuously upon 
his neighbour, to slay him with 
guile; thou shalt take him from 
mine altar, that he may die.” Even 
if a man went into the temple and 
held on to the horns of the golden 
altar in the Shekinah presence of 
God, he was to be dragged out 
and put to death for a murder! 


38. God Commands the Death 
Penalty for Adultery and 
Rape 

The monster who murdered the 
three Chicago women at Starved 
Rock Park March 14 appeared to 
have had sex motives. The crime 
was sex crime as well as murder. 


But in Leviticus 20:10 God says, 
“And the man that committeth 
adultery with another man’s wife, 
even he that committeth adultery 
with his neighbour’s wife, the 
adulterer and the adulteress shall 
surely be put to death.” 


In these days of easy divorce, 
promiscuous necking and petting, 
these days of dance hall lewdness 
and of popular Hollywood harlots 
and -whoremongers, these words 
seem sharp. They are the words 
of: God! 

But God requires the death 
penalty also for rape, counting it 
the same as murder. In Deuteron- 
omy 22:25, 26, God’s Word says: 

“But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man 
force her, and lie with her: then 
the man only that lay with her 
shall die: But unto the damsel 


4. In This Matter of Punishing 
Crime, the Government Acts As 
a Minister of God 


All governments fail somewhat 
of being totally good governments. 
Rulers are only men. They are 
often wicked men, they are al- 
ways fallible and limited men. But 
nevertheless .rulers act for God 
and carry God’s authority in put- 
ting down crime and punishing 
sin, 

Romans 13:1-6 gives us God's 
clear teaching. 


“Let every soul be subject unto 
the higher powers. For there is 
no power but of God: the powers 
that be are ordained of God. Who- 
soever therefore resisteth the pow- 
er, resisteth the ordinance of God: 
and_they that resist shall receive 
to themselves damnation. For rul- 
ers are not a terror to good works, 
but to the. evil. Wilt thou then 
not be afraid of the power? do 
that which is good, and thou shalt 
have praise of the same: for he is 
the minister of God to thee for 
good. But if thou do that which 
is evil, be afraid; for he bear- 
eth not the sword in vain: for he 
is the minister of God, a revenger 
to execute wrath upon him thai 


doeth evil. Wherefore ye must 
needs to subject, not only for 
wrath, but also for conscience 


sake. For for this: cause pay ye 
tribute also: for they are God’s 
ministers, attending continually 
upon this very thing.” 


Note these statements: “the 
nowers that be are ordained of 
God,” in government. The ruler 


‘is the minister of God to thee for 
good he beareth not the 
sword in vain: for he is the minis- 
ter of God, a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil.” 
That is why it is legitimate and 
proper to pay taxes to government 
men “for they are God’s min- 
isters, attending continually upon 
this very thing.” r 

As the gospel preacher is the 
minister of God, represents God 
in preaching the Word, warning 
of the result of sin, warning of 
God’s judgment, and promising 
God's mercy to the penitent, so 
the ruler, whether saved or lost, 
and whether he knows it or not, is 
the minister of the Almighty God. 
And the sword, or the electric 
chair, or the gas chamber, or the 
gallows with which the murderer 
is put to death, is simply the in- 
strument of God executing God’s 
wrath, by the hand of His or- 
dained government. 


5. It Is Rebellion Against God and 
God’s Word to Pretend That 
Love Should Not Punish 
Crime 


Smooth-talking people say that 
if a man loves God, he should nev- 
er go to war to defend his country, 
to put down oppressors, or to pre+ 
vent the murder or enslavement 
of millions. But there is no such 
teaching in the Bible. 

Vain, unbelieving people say 
that if a parent loves his children, 
he will never strike or punish one. 
But that is not Christianity. Men 
who have only a surface acquaint- 
ance with the Bible say it is wrong 
for the preacher to rebuke sin, 
wrong to name a modernist, wrong 
to rebuke those who compromise 
and sell out to please men. They 
accuse every plain preacher of 
“lack of love,” of ‘‘Pharisaism.” 
But the Scripture says, “Let love 
be without dissimulation, Abhor 
that which is evil; cleave to that 
which is good” (Rom, 12:9). The 
Scripture says, “He that spareth 
his rod hateth his son: but he 
that loveth him chasteneth him 
betimes” (Prov. 13:24). 


And _ instead of shedding croco- 
dile tears for the pervert and 


- 
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criminal of the Starved Rock Park 
murders, let us weep for the hus- 
bands of those innocent women, 
weep for their nine children, weep 
for all the troubled and abused 
who suffer at the hand of such 
criminals, If you want to shed 
tears, shed “tears for the innocerit, 
not the guilty. And sharp, scrip- 
tural punishment on sin will detér 
crime and honor God. 


The policeman on the corner 
does not arrest the criminal be- 
cause of hate. He does it because 
of duty and love of country and 
because of the integrity which 
makes him keep his solemn oath 
of office. The soldier who defends 
his country does it, not from hate, 
but from love of God and coun- 
try and for love of his own family 
and the. generation yet unborn. It 
is not, hate that makes God's 
preacher warn plainly of Hell and 
judgment to the Christ-rejecting 
sinner. It is a foolish idea of love 
that would make us pat sin on the 
back, encourage rape and murder, 
and make light of sin. No, the law 
of God is that “whoso sheddeth 
man’s blood, by man shall his 
blood be shed.” And the man is 
no friend of God and of the Bible 
and no friend of public peace and 
morality and safety who goes 
against God’s plan and would set 
the murderer free to murder 
again, if occasion should arise. 


V. Such Shocking, Sudden 
Death Brings Warning 
to All 


How unexpected, how shocking- 
ly sudden and without warning 
was the sad death of those three 
Chicago women. They drove into 
Starved Rock Park for a few days’ 
vacation. They had lunch about 
12:28 p. m. At 1:30 they started 
out on a hike. Within an hour 
or so they were dead, with skul!s 
crushed, with bodies violated and 
left half nude in the snow of the 
little cave! 

These murders could not have 
been predicted. They did not come 
as the resu!t of long animosity 
or quarrels. The good women in- 
volved could have had no sense 
of care and anxiety about the mat- 
ter, even as one might have in 
driving in an automobile on a 
crowded highway, or carrying on 
any other activity which might 
bring accidental death. They were 
carefree, unsuspecting. They were 
in good health. They expected only 
rest and refreshment ‘and fellow- 
ship in a few quiet days. Instead. 
they met sudden fright and sear- 
ing pain, defilement and bloody 
death. 


1. You Too May Die Suddenly 
Without Warning 


Yes, you may die as unexpected- 
ly as did these women. Nearly 
forty thousand people died unex- 
pectedly last year in automobile 
accidents. Other thousands, 
dropped over with ‘heart attacks 
and went suddenly to meet God. 
Others died in fire, or by drown- 
ing, or by falls, of by electrocu- 
tion. 


Did not Jesus warn about those 
eighteen on whem the tower of 
Siloam fell and slew them, “except 
ye repent, ye shall all likewise per- 
ish’? The general public who 
heard. Jesus were as worthy of 
death and as likely to meet sud- 
den death as those in the great 
tragedy He mentioned. 


Some of you who read this will 
die soon, suddenly, without warn- 
ing. You have heard the Gospel 
often. God has spoken to your con- 
science. And the Scripture says 
plainly, “He, that being often re- 
proved hardeneth his neck, shall 
suddenly be destroyed, and that 
without remedy” (Prov. 29:1). 
“Suddenly destroyed” is what God 
promises, 

Some who read this sermon will 
never read another. Some who 
read this message will have 1960 
on your tombstone. In Luke 16 
both the rich man and the beggar 
died. The well man and the sick 
man both died. In Dallas, Texas, 
I had hundreds of funerals. One 
day in the morning I helped bury 
a man eighty years old. That after- 
noon I helped to bury the little 
form of a baby a few weeks ,old. 
The old and the young, the pre- 
pared and the unprepared, the sick 
and the well, the robust and the 
frail, all alike die. 

And death is, in its very nature, 
unexpected. We never believe that 
death approaches for us. We can- 
not quite reconcile ourselves to 
give up our loved ones. A woman 
whose father at eighty died with 
cancer said to me, “Oh, it was 


so unexpected! I wasn’t ready for 
him to go!” He had. lingered week 
after week, and the doctor had 
solemnly announced that death 
was imminent, but still it was 
unexpected and unwelcomed, 


Saved people should get your 
affairs in order as God told Heze- 
kiah, “Set thine house in order: 
for thou shalt die, and not live” 
(Isa. 38:1). If there is a wrong 
to be righted, if there is a soul 
to be won, a business to be ac- 
complished, then do it now. 


2. Unsaved Man, Woman, “Pre- 


pare to Meet Thy God” 


God’s mercy has held out so long 
for many who read this. You go on 
unsaved. God lets the sun shine 
upon you, lets your loved ones be 

rabout you. God allows you to eat, 
drink, work, play and be content. 
But one day the mercy of God will 
end. One day you will have your 
last call. One day it will be too 
Nate to repent. I beg every reader, 
if you do not know that your sins 
are forgiven, if you do not know 
that you are God's child, then turn 
to Jesus today and trust Him and 
be saved! 


In Roosevelt, Oklahoma, in 1930, 
I preached in a great tent revival. 
One night I talked to a twenty- 
year-old young man. His father, 
his mother, and his two sisters had 
been saved. But he rejected the 
Saviour. The next day his mother 
pleaded with him but he told her 
he had plenty of time. Thirty 
minutes later he was cut in two 
by a train! 

What can any man gain by post- 
poning salvation, by going on in 
sin, by despising God’s grace and 
mercy, and insulting the Spirit of 
God who brings warning and con- 
viction to your heart? There is 
nothing to gain but all to lose’ by 
delay. i beg you in Jesus’ name, 
turn to Christ today.and be saved. 

And Christian, if there is any- 
one you should win, anyone you 


should warn, in Christ’s name, do 
it now. Jesus insisted to His hear- 
ers that all alike were subject 
to death and all needed to repent. 
And so all who read this message 


| should take to heart the warning 


which God intended by allowing 
the shocking murders in Starved 
Rock Park. 


Now, dear lost “sinner, if you 
will turn to Christ and be saved, 
I beg you first to confess to God 
that you are a wicked sinner who 
needs forgiveness, then trust Him 
for mercy. Depend upon Jesus 
Christ for the salvation which He 
freely offers.
